1, During field office inspections, time spent in searching 
through Security Index case files to ascertain whether or 
not Bureau requirements for each case have been fulfilled 
would be greatly reduced.

h€ allowed to "Iwr^)" the meetings by utilizing a summary statement. 

Documentation of Ornani zatior^ in Security licports 

We currently document organizations mentioned in security 
reports immediately following the first instance in which the organi- 
zation is mentioned in the details. The Conference recommended 
that such documentation be included in an appendix ^^^^^^lY^J 
following the details of the report. In this matter, the field 
would be permitted to mimeograph or otherwise mechanically reproduce 
lengthy documentation of organizatior^ for atiactment to security 
reports* 

J. Corvmnist Index 

The Conference recognized that the Communist Index presently 
in the field is unwieldy and of little value and suggested steps that 
should be taken to revitalize this Index to make it a true reaervoir 
of cases t?iat should be considered for investigative attention in tne 
event we should, during the time of an emergency, apprehend those 
individuals included in the Security J"^-^-

4» Security Informants 

Am The Conference reccmmended that we maintain flash notices 
posted in the Identification Division against -an informant's finger^ 
prints for one year after an informant is discontinued. 

B. The Conference recommended that the Bureau issue instruC" 
tions t}iat leads to obtain background information on potential 
security informants should be covered within JO days. 

C. The Conference recommended that, when contacts are made 
under the Security Informant Frogram to determine whether an 
individual will cooperate, the Agents be allowed to continue the 
interview concerning that individual's own activities provided he 
indicates a desire to cooperate at that time and has been at any 
time in the past a member of a basic revolutionary organization.
